The 
I Title of it is, The Dutch Remon- 
og france: And 1 hall make no 
Apology for inferting fo curious a 
Piece. 





VERY one, not without Reafon, ftands amazed, 

not being able to apprehend how it is poflible, 

thar, in lefs than forty Days, the King of France flould 

fubdue above forty Cities and eminent Fortrefles, for- 
merly belonging to this State. 

A Difgrace to our Nation, and a Blot fo great, that 
it isnever to be wafhed off from the not fufficiently fa- 
moves Batavians. 

Yet, if the Reader pleafes ferioufly to confider the 
following Relation, I doubt not bat he will, in fome 
Meafure, be fatisfy’d. 

My Opinion then is, that the King of France did 
not make fo great a Progrefs purely by Force of Arms, 
but by the Concurrence and Affiftance of fome Gover- 
nors of this Country ; (Oh, that they had never been 
fo!) who being bought thereto, inftead of Fathers, 
became Traicors of our native Country, which to de- 
monftrate clearly, we are to confider, 

That the King of France did no way furprize us, 
but gave us fufficient Warning before-hand; as well 
with Words to our Ambaffadors, as in Deeds with his 
great Preparations made by him, beyond any Example, 
through his whole Dominions ; as alfo by his Majefty’s 
ere€ting feveral unheard of Magazines, as well in his 
own Realm, as without, nay, on our Frontiers at Nuys. 
The Preparations whereof were fo great, that an expe- 
rienced Officer, who hath borne great Commands in the 
German Wars, as alfo under the King of Sqweden, Den- 
mark, and other Princes, coming to compliment the 
Lord of Amerongen, who at that Time was on the Be- 
half of this State at Cologxe, taking an Opportunity to 
view the forementioned Magazine, declared to me at 
his Return, that he had never feen nor heard of the 
like; believing it to be fufficient to contain Provifion 
and Ammunition enough fortwo, nay three Hundred 
Thoufand Men, 

That he could not fee this State w~s wenenet thereat, 
asking moreover, If they did not intend to defend their 
Country, eroule they made fuch fmall Preparations for 
the Defence thereof? That the Afhes ought to be 
ftirred, and the Fire extinguifhed, before the Flame 
grew too big. 

I confefs, that, at that Time, T little regarded this 
Saying ; becaufe, according to my Duty, I cenfared 
favourably, and expected nothing but Good and Faith- 
fulnefs from our Governors; but I have, by the for- 
rowful Event, found that I might not, without a good 
Argument, have condefcended to the forementioned 
Officer's Opinion. 

For who knows not that the firft Care of a Governor, 
for the Defence of his Country, ought to confift, 





In ereéting fufficient Magazines, fortifying of Towns 
and Caftles ? 

Furnifhing the fame Towns, and Fortreffes, with 
valiant and faithful Governors and Commanders, fuffi- 
cient Garifons, Trenches, and Ammopnition for War, 
and efpecially, to deprive the Enemy of as much Am- 
munition and Men as pcfiible. 
ther any of all thefe Things were done with Vigour, 
and we fhall, to our Sorrow, and irreparable Lots and 
Difgrace, rather find the contrary to have been acted 
by the wicked and Rranf Dircétions of thofe corrupt 
Governors ; For, notwithRanding it was well known, 
that, at the Beginuing of the King of France's Prepa- 
parations for War, there fcarce was any Salt-e-" in 
Europe, but what was in the Hands of the Netherland Eaft- 
India Company ; aod, notwithftanding it was proffered 
the State by the faid Company, yet they ,refufed the 
fame, and rather defired that it fhould be fentto France, 
and fo ferve as a Knife to cut the Throat of the Netier- 
lands at once ; which was not fufficient, for, befides 
that (inftead of publifhing Ediéts to prevent the trant- 
porting of Ammunition tothe Enemy, which ought to 
have been their chief Care) they encourag’d and main- 
tained the fending all Neceflaries for War to the Enc- 
my: Of the Truth whereof, every one may be affured, 
fince it may be heard from the Mouth of the Lord Jwe- 
chen, Governor of Wefel, yet living inthe Hague, that 
his Excellency, about four or five Months ago, being 
advifed, in a Letter by a loyal Subject, that four Ships, 
laden with Powder and Shot, and other Ammunition 
for War, were coming up the Rhine, to pals by We/el ; 
adding, morcover, the Merchants Names, that bad

fold and bought it, where it was ladeo, what Powder- 


Mill the Powder came from, and from whom the other 
Stores, Gc. and that the Mafter of the Ship had a Pats- 
port from Cologne ; nay, that it was to be carricd to 
Nuys, into the French Magazine; advifing him alfo, 
that by Vertue of a certain Order (fent to his Excel- 
lency fome Years ago, that, if the Bifhop of .J/unfter 
fhould make any Invafion) he would pleafe to ftop the 
faid Ships ; whereupon, going himfelf to the Rhine, he 
asked, Whether apy Perfons had feen fuch Ships pafs 
by, as were mentioned in his Letrer of Advice ? (Be- 
caufe this isa very remarkable Bufinefs, I think, it will 
not feem amifs to give an Account of the Circumftances 
thereof.) When one of the Standers-by, anfacring, 
faid, that two fuch like Ships were paft by, and gone up 
higher ; that they were laden with Powder, Shot, and 
other Ammunition, which, inftead of being unladen at 
Cologne, according to the Paflporr, were carried, and 
put into the French Magazine at Nuys: That he had 
this Account from one of the Maflers of the Veffels 
that were returned from thence, very much difcontenzed 
that he had been forced to unlade contrary to his Puff 
port. 

The Governor, hereupon, fending for the foremen- 
tioned Mafter of the Veflel, and having unde: food the 
Truth, according to the foremention’d Relation from 
his own Mouth; moreover, that there was a third 
Veflel laden with the fame Sort of Goods yer below 





Hefel, and coming up the Rhine, Whereupon, Raying 
“all the Evening, and not feeing the faid Ship, the Go- 
vernor, fearing that fhe might pafs by in the Nighr, 
fent fome Mufqueteers thither, ftriétly commanding 
them to enter and ftay in the Veflel ‘rill it fhould come 
up to the City, and be fearch'd by his Excellency: 
Who, on the following Day, examining the faid Ship, 
found the fume to be laden as before; when, taking the 
Paflport from the Mafter, he immediately caufed it to 
be exactly copied; and, keeping the Original, fent the 
Copy with the Poft, who went away that Day, or elfe 
an Expre(s had been fent to the State, or Council of 
State, whom he informed, in a Letter, all that had 
happened ; and therefore defired fpcedy Orders how he 
fhould govern himfelt in this Affair, 


There was, at that Time, but litrle Powder and Shot 
in Weel; fo that the Governor was nor a little rejoiecd, 
hoping, thar, by chis Opportuorty, the City would be

* Bat, inftead that the faid Ship fhould onlade there, 
the Governor received an Order, figncd by the Secre- 
tary, that he fhould not only free the Veflel which he 
had ftopped, but alfo permit all Ships, that bad fuch 
Paffports, to pafs freely, and unmolefted, on their 
Way ; which his Excellency immediately condefcended 
to. 


Two Days after paft by another Ship, that had twice 
as much Ammunition aboard her as one of the former, 
and from Time to Time feveral others of the fame Na- 
ture ftccring the fame Courfe. 


W hilft the Governor, from that Time forward, fol- 
licited the Council, chat the City of W7/el, being fa 
confiderable a Town, and of tuch great Confequence 
tothe Srate, ought to have fix Thoutand Men in Ga- 
rifon, and fufficient Trenches and Ammunition; all 
which the Governor oftentimes requefted in his Letters 
to the Council of State ; who, at Isft, gave Orders for

Account in Perfon ac the Aague) put in another Go- 
vernor ; and, how honourably he hath carried himfelf

We learn by fome private Letters from Petersburgh, 
that the Condutt of General Countde Munich, fince 
his beimmg exil'd into Siberta, has been fo remarkably 
dutiful, and his Services, with regard to the new difco- 
vered Mines fo great, that her Imperial Mayefty having 
been informed thereof, and thar he ftill enjoys a very 
good State of Health, has lately exprefled fume Thoughts 
of recalling him from thence to Court, 

According to feveral private Advices from different 
Parts of Laly, the Count de Caftcllar has found Means 
ro withdraw bet Parr of his Corps of Troops thro’ the 
Mountains into the Grand Duchy of ‘Putcany, where 
be lives at Difcretion. Prince Lichteuttcin having 
pafled the ‘Taro i order to attack the Spaniards, Count 
de Gages has been obliged to fave his Forces by atimely, 
tho’ precipitare Retreat. ote 

From Dretden we learn, that it is at length decided, 
that the 12,009 Saxons fo much talked of, fhall aor en- 
ter into the Service of the Mariame Powers, but re 
main at this conical Conjuanéture at home tor the Detence 
of the Electorate ; and Orders have been fent co Gene- 
ral de Brofs at the Hague, to communicate to their 
High Mightineflcs, by Memorial, the Reaton on which 
this Refolution is grounded. 

They alfo wre [rom Dretden, that the Court is j sft 
retarned thither from Leiptick, and that a double Mar- 
riage will be very fpeedaly declared between his Serene 
Highoels the Elector of Bavaria, and a Polith Princets, 
and between the Royal and Electoral Prince of Saxony, 
andthe cldeft Princefs of Bavaria. 
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We learn from feveral Places in Germany, that his 
Prufflan Mayefty is arrived with a fmall Retinue at Pyr- 
mont, in order to drink the Waters, but chofe Letrers 
add, thar there was a Keport of hts going from thence 
into the Low Countries, which occafioned much Specu- 
lation, 

Letters by laft Mail from fome of our Officers abroad, 
to fome of thofe at home, fay, that the French Army, 
without flopping at Antwerp, are in full March after 
the Allied Army under Marfhal Bathiani; and thar 
Marflial Saxe has declared, that if the States General 
fotfer the Aufirian and Britifh Troops to enter their 
Territories, he will follow them, ir it were quire thro’ 
Holland. Asit does not appear, after this Declaration, 
that Marfhal Bathiani has any Place of Safety to retire 
to, or that he can poflibly pafs the Maes, whilft the 
French Army are fo cloie at his Heels, thofe who wifh 
well to the common Caule, are in the utmoft Pain for 
him and his whole Army 

We learn, by private Letters from Vienna, that as 
as foon as the new Buildings which are carrying on at 
the Palace ot Schonbrun, are finifhed, and that Palace 
thereby fo enlarged, as to be able to receive the Royal 
Family and their Atrendanrs, they will begin te work 
on a new Caflle for the Imperial Refidence in the City 
above-mentioned, of which a Model has been already 
made and appointed by their Imperial Majefties. Ic 
| will, when finifhed, be one of the nobleft and largeft 
Edifices in Europe, a Fund of five Millions of Florins 
being alligned to defray the Chargesot the Building. 

The fame Letters fay, that at the Requelt of Field- 
Marfhal Count Bathiani, the Proceedings againftt Baron 
Trenck are like to be ftayed, and he fet at Liberty, that 
he may be able to goand put himfelf at the Head of his 
Pandours in the Low Countries. 


Tuefday a moft melancholy Accident happened to 
the learned and excellent Widow, Mrs. Ann Sandford, 
who, croffing the Kennel in Long Ditch, as fhe was 
returning to her Lodgingsin Stable- Yard, Weftminfter, 
was thrown down by a rude Shoe-Boy, by which her 
Head was cut in many Places; and the Boy had the 
Impudence to aflure the Mob who gathered abour her, 
that fhe was a Witch, and held Corrfepondence with 
the Jacobite Witches in Scotland ; fo that the poor Gen- 
tlewoman, whoitsvery well affected tothe Governmenr, 
with much Difficulty efcaped, without the Lofs of Life 
or Limbs. 

On Saturday the new Ship for the Service of the Eaft- 
India Company was launch'd at Deptford. She was 
call’d the Prince Edward, in Compliment to the fecond 
Son of their Royal Highnefles the Prince and Princefs 
of Wales; and the Command ot her is given to Capr, 
Robert Haldaine, bound for St. Helena, Benjar, and 
China. 

Some Time fince died, advanced in Years, at his 
Seat at Milden hall in Suffolk, Sir Thomas Hanmer, 
Bart. He reprefented the County of Suffolk and Bo- 
rough of Thettord in nine Parliaments, and was eleéted 
Speaker of the Hon. Houfe of Commons in the Year 
1713, being the laft Parliament of Queen Anne.
